FROM TODAY’S NEWS

That was a cheering splash of 
rainbow we glimpsed through the 
international storm-clouds yes- 
terday when from Washington, 
London and Moscow came reports 
which seemed calculated to en- 
courage hope for peace, 

President Truman declared 
prespects for world peace are 
good—in fact excellent. State 
Secretary Marshall and Foreign 
Secretary Bevin both announced 
that while Britain and the United 
States will not be coerced or in- 
timidated, they will use every 
possible diplomatic means to get 
a peaceful settlement of the 
Berlin imbroglio, 

And diplomatic sources in Mos- 
cow said chances for a four-power 
meeting seemed brighter than at 
any time since Russia clamped 
the food blockade on Berlin five 
weeks ago. 

Now, of course, this doesn't 
mean the barometer is set at fair, 
or anything like it. Stidl this 
change is encouraging, and it 
must be particularly pleasing to 
Pau! G. Hoffman, who, as admin- 
istrator of the European Recov- 
ery Program, is charged with per- 
forming one of the toughest tasks 
the war has produced—and one 
of the most vital. 

In great degree, peace depends 
on his success, 


Hoffman also issued yesterday 
a statement in Paris and, while it 
was made without any fanfare, it 
was of great importance. He said 
the United States is eager to car- 
ry through a four-year program 
and get out of Europe by 1952. 

Success or failure in reaching 
the goal of four years will affect 
not only Europe but the whole 
world, That length of time has 
been widely accepted by economic 
experts as the period necessary to 
put the war-shocked countries on 
their feet. And, of course, the 
well-being of the western hemis- 
phere is interlocked with that of 
the eastern side of the world. 

That gets us back to the optim- 
istic forecasts regarding peace. 
A solution of the German erisis is 
essential to the success of the 
Marshal! recovery plan. This col- 
umn has said before—but it's 
worth repeating—that a healthy 
and united Germany is necessary 
for European recovery because 
the Reich long has been the key- 
stone of the continental economic 
structure. 

So the outcome of Hoffman's 
trusteeship depends on whether 
Russia and the western Democ- 
racies can reconcile their differ- 
ences over the occupation of Ber- 
lin and the ultimate disposition 
of Germany as a whole,

Starvation 

Editor, Bulletin—-Many months 
after the Canadian Legion re- 
quested an increase in war vet- 
erans’ allowance to veterans and 
their widows, these people are 
still existing on the old rate of 
“starvation” allowance, one dol- 
lar per day per person. 

It is my understanding that the 
leaders of the opposition parties 
in the House of Commons, have 
approved the attitude of their 
supporters in indorsing the Can- 
dian Legion’s request that the 
allowance be increased to $50 
monthly for single men and wid- 
ows, and $85 a month for married 
veterans. 

Last month, the supporters of 
the government who were pres- 
ent when a vote was taken in the 
parliamentary committee, voted 
against the Legion's request, with 
the exception of George Cruick- 
shank, MP, who had the courage 
to support fair and reasonable 
treatment for those on war vet- 
erans’ allowances. 

Up to date there is no indica- 
tion thai the Rt. Hon. Mackenzie 
King has approved, or will ap- 
prove, the Legion’s proposals, so

It-has been such a long time 
since I seem to have said any- 
thing nice about anybody that

If I wore a hat it would be 
swept off to the gents in olive 
green uniform who comprise the 
police foree of the municipality 
of West Vancouver, where I owe

The West Van 
cops are tough to the point of 
nastiness. They take the laws 
very, very literally. There is even 
a suspicion abroad that having no 
major crime with which to cope 
they find release in handing out 
tickets.

I am blowing my brassy trum- 
pet for the boys partly because 
I have a daughter who occasion- 
ally roams by the by-ways of 
our slab of suburbia and I know 
that she is as safe over there as 
she would be any place where 
potential sudden death rides on 
wheels, 

As I possibly have observed 
before, the modern motorist is a 
queer duck who, nine times out 
of ten, seems to have no real 
conception of the terrible de- 
struction that rests so casually 
under the palms of his hands. 

The Safety Council statistics 
show that traffic fatalities are 
almost always the result of 
breaking or crowding the rules 
of the road and, in No, 1 posi- 
tion, the simple fact of going 
too fast. 

In almost every city or suburb 
I've ever been in the keepers 
of the law turn a blind eye to 
all infractions except sheer reck- 
lessness, The speedometers of 
most modern cars go up to # 
miles an hour. Each year the 
accepted rate of speed gets 
nearer the top of the dial, In 
our own city it isn’t unusual to 
move in a parade of cars clip- 
ping along 40 miles an hour 
and up. 


I am one of those old-fashioned 
drivers who, perhaps as a result 
of chronicling the death and de- 
struction of the horseless car 
riage, gets a burning anger at 
that needless pace, I can't drive 
through the city without wishing 
I had a badge and a fat wad of 
tickets myself, 

I'd throw the book at every 
“slick” driver who boasts of 
“making time.” I'd pin back the 
ears of nine-tenths of the wise 
guys who drive city cabs, rd 
cance] the license of every young 
punk whose ego js flattered by 
too much easy power under @ 
hood, 

You simply can’t educate these 
people. The only education they 
know is the chilling sight of a 
motorcycle cop in the square of 
a rear view mirror. 

Yet the knowledge is there, 
Watch any motorist creep by the 
constable on the corner, it is 
simply that the speed-happy car 
owner will beat the law every 
time, so long as he can get away 
with it. 

They don’t get away with it 
in West Vancouver, You never 
saw such courteous, pleasant 
drivers in your life—all fright- 
ened to death, 


Expansive 
Safety Plan 


Long before the war I used a 
column for a somewhat similar 
purpose as this. The suggestion 
I made then was received with 
sensational calm, bit I'm still 
sold on the idea. 


If I were running the show I'd 
hire a large squad of young men 
to supplement the traffic division, 
Their duties would be simple: 
To push a summons in the hand 
of every motorist who breaks 
the law in any degree whatever. 

The expenses for this crew of 
safety vigilantes and for their 
equipment would come from the 
fines that were handed out, It 
would have to be a slow man 
who couldn't average a_ cool 
hundred in a morning. 

I'd make our town the safest, 
sanest, most careful driving town 
in the world — and in the long 
run that would earn nothing but 
praise, It would put us on the 
map, And we'd all get where we 
were going with plenty of time 
to spare, 

West Vancouver is the model 
for this plan. For every hurry- 
ing motorist who complains about 
those cops there are a hundred 
pedistrians and parents who are 
urging them to do their duty. 

I know, myself, as a one-time 
motorist, that I always felt a 
real feeling of gratification to 
get within the municipality's 
borders and know that my fellow- 
drivers were going to show a 
little decency, Why, it’s no un- 
common sight to see a car actual- 
ly stop at a pedestrian lane to 
let some old lady cross the road 
in dignity! 

Bear down, guys. Keep giving 
out those tickets, You’re doing 
a wonderful #*b in stopping the 
worst kind of crime.

In his waning years Mr. Lawrence is really the 
last local survivor of the old school in sports, You 
might term Mr. Page a member of that school, too, 
but he found to his chagrin that it was impossible to 
run the Grads on doughnuts and finally had to dis- 
band the greatest women’s basketball team in his- 
tory due to an absence of dollars, 

Rather than accept money Mr. Page retired from 
the scene. But Mr, Lawrence has continued to follow the 
amateur ideal, fighting tooth and nail in the face of stag- 
gering professional odds.
